The dog, a pointer, began to 
bark as members of a huge 
group of men combing a wooded 
area came near the point where 
M ajolica had, fallen victim to a 
gunshot wound. 
The searchers investigated the 
harking and found th* hody of 
Majowicz slumped over a atone 
fence near a country road about 
a mile and a half from his home. 
The dog had remained by his 
m aster’s body overnight. 


Hit In Chest 
Those who made the discov­ 
ery found Majowicz s 12-gauge 
shotgun beside him. 
They said 
he apparently had rested the 
gun against the wail to light a 
cigarette but that it had slip­ 
ped and discharged. 
A blast 
struck the hunter In the chest. 
Kenneth March, an Orange 
County coroner, returned a ver­ 
dict of accidental death. 
Majowicz, 29, was an engineer 
for the International Business 
Machines Corp.

failed to return home Tuesday.

WASHINGTON IAP) — Rep. 
Steven V. Carter (D -Iow a) died 
Wednesday after a stubborn 10- 
month long fight against can­ 
cer. He was 44. 
The first-term Democrat drew 
nationwide attention shortly af­ 
ter taking office in January by 
hiring his young son to work 
on his staff at an annual salary 
of $11,873. He later cut this to 
$6,402. 
House Democrats lost another 
m ember Wednesday. Rep C harl­ 
es Boyle, 52, of Illinois was 
killed as his auto ram m ed an 
elevated train pillar in Chica­ 
go. The two deaths left the 
Democrats with 281 mem bers 
against 153 Republican*.

Britain Opens Markets 
To Array Of U.S. Goods 


LONDON (AP) - Britain is 
opening the door to a glittering 
array of American goods. 
Al­ 
most all remaining quotas on im­ 
ports from the dollar area and 
from Western Europe will be re­ 
moved Nov. 9. 
This means 300 to 500 million 
dollars extra in American goods 
will be sold in Britain yearly, 
trade experts estimated. 
Reginald Maudlin®, president 
of Britain’s Board of Trade, an­ 
nounced Wednesday the abolition 
of quota controls as one of a 
series of actions 
dismantling 
Britain’s wartime financial and 
‘ commercial controls. 
He said Britain is able to take 
the step because of its present 
favorable balance of trade and 
the strength of the pound ster­ 
ling. 


Although quota restrictions are 
coming off most imports, tar­ 
iffs will stay on. 
So the new 
American goods will sell f o r 
more than most British-made ar­ 
ticles, 
Even so, many British wo­ 
men are expected to make 
sacrifice# to get New York- 
styled cocktail dresses a n d 
casual wear, always popular 
here. 


Housewives will want to try 
widely heralded U. S. refrigera­ 
tors, cosmetics, imitation jewel­ 
ry, and certain foods.

It may 
be surprising 
t h a t 
t h i s 
t h i n , 
s o f t 
voiced naval officer, who spec­ 
ializes

engineering

builds submarines, should de­ 
vote himself so assiduously to 
education. 
It la however, obvious that 
a man who gives himself to 
the service of his country and 
who achieves such distinction 
that he could make a fortune 
for himself in private industry, 
would seek for more than a 
mere perpetuation of the sta­ 
tus quo because it is the line 
of least 
resistance. 
Admiral 
Rickover, speaking at the 90th 
anniversary of Roosevelt Hos­ 
pital in New York City, said; 
. . The Initial advant­ 
age po—cee cd by nations 
who Invent 
science 
and 
technology la not retained 
unless these nations stay 
ahead of the rest In tech­ 
nological efficiency. 
’T h e ir head start is easily 
lost, chiefly, because it breeds 
in people a tens# of superiority 
which leads 
to 
complacency 
and slackening of effort. 
“England, for example, lost 
her head start as 
the 
first 
country to introduce industua- 
lizatlon because 
she 
proved 
less efficient in advancing and 
utilizing science than her Con­ 
tinental 
competitors. 
These 
were willing to put in more 
effort to be technologically ef­ 
ficient and 
they 
understood 
better what this effort must 
be.” 
This is so Important at this 
moment in our history. 
We 
have grown proud. We have 
assumed that we possess a sup­ 
eriority over other peoples. We 
believed th at for some reason 
or other, we, as a people, were 
capable of a 
quality 
called 
‘‘know-how" which others did 
not have. 
But we have suddenly dis­ 
covered that Soviet Russia has 
achieved an astonishingly pro­ 
gressive position in the scien­ 
ces and in engineering. 
We have witnessed the spec­ 
tacle of West Germany forging 
ahead to a brilliant industrial 
leadership in W estern Europe. 
Red China boasts, perhaps un­ 
truthfully, that it will by-pass 
G reat B ritain the original site 
of the Industrial Revolution. 
Certainly in the 1920's and 
even 
1930's, 
Japan 
pushed 
ahead so rapidly in textiles, 
th at Nippon 
challenged 
the 
world and this may have been 
one cause for World W ar II. 
This experience cannot be ov­ 
erlooked in a study of this sub­ 
ject. 
The 
issue 
th at 
Admiral 
Rickover raised is not one of 
manufacturing but of educa­ 
tion. It is possible for a nation 
to provide statistics which es­ 
tablish th a t it has a high lit­ 
eracy rate. 
But have the people learned 
to think, to think independ­ 
ently and originally? Intelli­ 
gence is not cheaply bought 
nor does a Phi Beta Kappa 
key 
prove 
intelligence 
al­ 
though it may prove diligence. 
Admiral 
Rickover 
explains 
this in another way, refreshing 
to pre-World W ar I Germany: 
“The principal reason why 
Germany rapidly 
closed 
the 
gap in industrial productivity 
between herself and England 
was G erm any’s better under­ 
standing th at a country’s in­ 
dustrial — and hence political 
—position in the world de­ 
pends on ability to increase 
and utilize 
scientific 
know­ 
ledge. 
“She drew the correct infer­ 
ence 
that 
education 
must 
therefore 
be 
made 
widely 
available; that private initia­ 
tive is insufficient and schools 
and universities must be, at 
least in part, supported out of 
taxes. She fu rth er recognized 
the key role of the professions. 
“ By offering them generous 
rew ard* aha insured th ai men 


of 
firsl-rate 
ability 
were 
drawn into the professions.” 
England, at this same period, 
took a different (osition, ac­ 
cording to Admiral Rickover: 
”. . . Education in England 
was a private or eleemosynary 
enterprise; a good education 
could be had only in expensive 
and socially exclusive private 
boarding schools and colleges. 
The poor received almost no 
education; the middle class an 
inferior one . . 
Germany forged 
ahead, 
aa Japan 
forged 
ahead, 
following Gorman meth­ 
ods, aa So* let Bu Mia la 
forging ahead now, for in 
,H«\ let Russia not only Is 
education, up to the high­ 
est degree, free but th* 
students are paid a salary 
for stud>ing. 
It used to he said that know­ 
ledge u power. It is not only 
knowledge that is power, but 
the capacity to relate know­ 
ledge to Ideas and to Imagina­ 
tion that m atters For what is 
most necessary in this day is 
intelligence. 
Admiral 
Rickover 
applied 
Intelligence to designing and 
building the 
atomic 
subma­ 
rine; he is now applying that 
same intelligence to reforming 
our educational system so that 
it can be of greater service not 
only to the individual student 
hut to the nation and mankind.

Hubert H, Hum ­ 
phrey 
(Minn.), 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson (Texas), John F. K en­ 
nedy (Mass.) and Stuart Sy­ 
mington (Mo.) agieed on many 
m atters, their splits have bern 
frequent 
and 
substantial 
enough to provode plenty of 
fireworks in the coming pre­ 
convention campaign. 
The four men have had a 
chance to vote on almost 1.000 
rnll-calls in the seven years 
they have served together in 
the Senate. 
CQ selected 183 "key votes” 
from that period. They show 
the four Senators In complete 
agreem ent only in the fields of 
w elfare and domestic aid pro­ 
grams. 
Some Agreement 
AU four 
have been down-the-line sup­ 
porters of increased veterans’ 
and 
Social 
Security benefits 
and of higher public assistance 
payments. 
They have unani­ 
mously supported programs of 
Federal assistance to areas of 
chronic unemployment, for the 
construction 
of 
community 
facilities and for sewage tre a t­ 
m ent plants. 
In all other legislative areas. 


however, there have been sig­ 
nificant disagreements in th* 
past seven years. 
Agriculture 
Since 1958, 
when all four men voted for a 
permanent 
“freeze” 
in 
price 
suppoqts, they have heen in 
basic agreement on farm pro­ 
grams. 
But 
prior 
lo 
then, 
Kennedy split frequently with 
the others in hacking flexible 
price supports 
and opposing 
incrlases Sn conservation and 
rural electrification funds, 
Ijibo r—Humphrey, Johnson, 
Kennedy and Symington 
all 
voted for the 1958 and 1959 
labor reform hills and opposed 
most 
of 
the 
"toughening” 
amendm ents offered to them. 
But Johnson split from his 
colleagues 
in 
hacking 
strict 
limitations on union tru stee ­ 
ships, a requirement that se­ 
cret ballots be taken on strike 
votes and a requirement th at 
both union and m anagem ent 
leaders 
sign 
non-Communist 
affidavits. 
Unemployment 
Compensa­ 
tion 
Johnson opposed tw o ef­ 
forts 
hacked 
by 
the 
other 
three aspirants to expand the 
unemployment 
compensation 
program and set uniform F ed­ 
eral standards for state efforts 
In this field. 
Aid to Education 
All four 
Senators have 
backed 
most 
education aid proposals, 
but 
Johnson 
dissented 
in 
1958 
from a $2 billion, 
two-year 
plan for Federal aid for school 


construction. 
Housing 
In this field, too, 
Johnson has split with his col­ 
leagues in opposing increases 
in urban renewal and public 
housing programs and approv­ 
ing the most recent .increase 
in the interest 
tate 
on 
GI 
loan*. 
, 
However, Johnson, like 
the others, voted to pass 
the first 193# housing bills 
over the President's veto. 
Public Works 
Similarly, all 
four men voted to override the 
President’s veto of the 1939 
public works appropriation. In 
earlier years, however, Ken­ 
nedy stood alone in support­ 
ing ruts in public works hill* 
and in opposing the Colorado 
River w ater storage project. 
Johnson, unlike the others, 
opposed the St. Lawrence Sea­ 
way bill. 
Civil Right* 
There have 
heen several splits in this po­ 
litically - sensitive 
field, al­ 
though ail four men supported 
the Civil Rights Act of 1957 
and this year's extension of 
the life of the Civil Rights 
Commission. 
Back in 19.57, Johnson and 
Kennedy voted to 
send the 
House-passed civil 
rights bill 
to the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. while Symington and 
H umphrey supported the move 
to bring it directly to the .oor. 
Johnson 
and 
Kennedy 
also 
supported 
the 
“jury 
trial” 
amendment to the hill, while

But they rejected the only other 
referendum—a proposed constitu­ 
tional change to increase the bor­ 
rowing capacity of 2.300 public 
school districts

state. 
A distinct minority of the state’s 
more than 5*4 million eligible vot­ 
ers decided the issues. Nearly two- 
thirds of the more than three mil­ 
lion voters who cast ballots for 
statewide and municipal offices ig­ 
nored Ihe referenda. 
The vote on annual sessions in 
8.370 out of 9.006 precincts was 
352,864 yes and 497,388 no. 
For the 60-day voter removal 
privileges the vote in 8.233 out of 
9,006 precincts was 816,062 yes and 
252.396 no.

WE'RE. recrlving many 1st* 
♦rr* from ownrra of large-lraved 
phiMrndron*. •»klnf ut why 
their leave* turn yellow along 
the edge . with an occasional 
black patch to mar th* beauty. 
In many Instances this is due 
to a lack of water. 
During the Summer and early 
Vail most foliages do well when 
soaked once a we*k. However. 
after heat has been turned on 
Ind tora, plants take up more 
moisture, and one* a week isn t 
artou |h 
Dry aoli causes the leave* to 
turn yellow and thia it aeoom- 
par rd bj( a pure black patch or 
two. 
When thit happen* to 
your philodendron* your flr*t 
it to cut out the had leave#. 
rec-saint *talk and all 
N eat pay door attention to 
the amount of water you five 
th# plant. 
The plants do not 
like a anti that'* softy, hut on# 
that'* slightly moist. 
Perhaps 
two watering* a week I* enough, 
depending on the sire and room 
temperature. 
On the whole. it'* hefter 
ta give plants a good soak­ 
ing. then let them dry nut a 
btl between waterings. Near­ 
er allow the pots to stand 
In a Jardiniere or 
other 
type of pot as It rauaaa leav­ 
es to turn yellow. 
Moat foliage plant* Ilk* water 
sprayed on leave*, or syringed 
regularly to remora th# duet. 


Dual alow* down the growth 
of plant* by clotting the pores.

Wood chips, like sawdust and 
other wood waste* can be use* 
full In the garden. Both aerate 
the soil. lncreaaa the moisture 
holding capacity of the soil. and 
eon be used a* a mulch. 
Like 
sawdust, w’oodchips have no ap­ 
preciable effect on soil acidity, 
nor ar* they toxic to plants, 
adda from the temporary short­ 
age of nitrogen they may cause. 
Fine rfilpa, birch, oak and lust 
about 
all 
kinds 
have 
been 
shown to be non-injurioua. 
One way to make the chips 
more effective Is to add a form 
od nitrogen to replace the nitro­ 
gen loot by bacteria which de- 
com poor the chip*. I use liquid 
fmtlllaer with a formula of 23 
percent nitrogen. 21 per cent 
phoaporle add, and I? percent 
potash. 
This Is mixed with water and 
sprinkled over the mulch. Other 
gardener* use Cyan am id 
(45 
per cent nitrogen) to offset the 
nitrogen shortage. 
Hteee ma­ 
terials add nitrogen to the chips 
and also help In the p ro o bi of 
decomposition. 
If you use the chip* for a 
mulch, let them rot in the soil 
each year, rather than remove 
them. 
Work the partially de­ 
composed material Into the soil 
when you plow or Modo. 
As for a mulch on roe—. 
many gardener* I

lin t place a mound of aoli 
around them, and then place 
tho chips over the mound to 
as an extra blanket.

This nocturnal ani­ 
mal Is —eking out grubs of com­ 
mon Insect* such aa Japanese, 
May, and Asiatic beetle. In th* 
process of digging them out of 
the sod the skunk leaves the 
lawn in a shambles. One of our 
readers stayed up all night Lo 
cratch for this animal and she 
reports watching 3 skunk* at 
work in th# lawn, feeding on the 
grubs. 
CONTROL: Don't try to get 
rid of the skunk*. 
Aim at get­ 
ting rid of their aource of food 
—th# grub*, 
t ’se DDT, Chlor­ 
dane, DDT or Dieldrin and fall 
la a good tim* to apply them. 
Do not apply when the ground 
is frozen, however. 
Homeowner* who do not have 
skunk trouble, but have noticed 
brown patches In the sod should 
be on th# alert for grubs. Check 
a aquar# foot or so of turf.
